Flu deadly to healthy young adults

Tennessee is among 25 states to 
report a high seasonal flu outbreak, 
according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

Tie CDC has reported that 
more than half the country lias 
reported a widespread outbreak. 

“People at high risk for influenza 
A and B should receive vaccinations 
each year. People at high risk 
include those who have chronic 
heart and respiratory conditions, 
cancer, kidney disease, diabetes, 
anemia or conditions that decrease 
immunity. Other individuals 
who work closely with persons at 
high risk should also receive this 
vaccine. Also individuals who live 
and work in crowded communities 
{such as college campuses) are at 
increased risk of contracting and 
spreading influenza and should 
consider vaccination,” according 
to the UTM Student Health and 
Counseling Services website. 

January and February are typically 
the months with the greatest peak in 
flu activity Tie CDC says it has been 
a typical flu season with one exception. 
Tiis seasons most prevalent vims is 
the H1N1 flu strain that caused the 
pandemic in 2009. 

According to weather.com, 
Bruce Hirsch, M.D., an infectious 
disease specialist in New York, says 
This season — unlike few others 


— were seeing this HlNl flu 
cause viral pneumonia in and of 
itself and causing an occasionally 
fatal flu in young adult s wh o would 
not be otherwise vulnerable.” 

Symptoms of HlNl are nearly 
identical to those of ordinary 
influenza: fever of 100 degrees 
or higher, body aches, coughing, 
runny nose, nausea and vomiting 
or diarrhea. Medical officials are 
urging the public to get vaccinated. 


Although the flu is common, it can 
quickly become deadly. 

The HlNl strain lias been 
included in this year's flu vaccine. 

According to the CDC website, 
several preventive measures that can 
be taken to safeguard against the flu 
include receiving the flu vaccination. 
Tie CDC says this is Tie first and 
most important step in protecting 
against this .serious disease.” 
Another recommendation is to stay 


away from sick people and to also 
wash hands regularly. Tie CDC 
says that those who either have been 
diagnosed with the flu or believe 
they have It should stav home from

work or school to prevent spreading 
the virus to others.

2014 midterm elections approach; be prepared

With the 2014 midterm 
elections fast approaching, 
students and citizens alike are 
encouraged to pay attention to 
the upcoming political activities 
scheduled to take place. 

From the federal level to local 
elections, various seats will be 
available for new politicians to 
hold. 

However, when it comes to 
midterm elections, many don’t 
take the opportunity to vote, 
said Von da Robertson, deputy 
election clerk of the Obion 
County Election Commission 
office. 

“Unfortunately, these elections 
are a little less in numbers,* 
Robertson said. 

As one might expect, midterm 
elections are typically not as 
emphasized as presidential-year 
elections. However, they are of 
considerable value to governance. 
The decisions of the years 2012 
and 2013 can offer some degree 
of guidance in terms of the 
effectiveness of the officials 
citizens recently elected. Those 
who choose to practice their right 
to vote can find many sources of 
information online to formulate 
their desired voting decisions. 
While some posts are unreliable 
or contain biased statistics, other 
sources present up-to-date and 
valid information for public 


awareness. 

“A little research can go a long 
w r ay for voters,” Robertson said. 

Complaints of younger voters 
exhibiting apathetic behavior 
toward the past two midterm 
elections have been expressed 
by multiple representatives, 
candidates and media networks. 
Some of this, however, is caused 
by demanding schedules or lack 
of information concerning the 
elections. Sometimes, students or 


others simply don’t know where 
or even how to vote. 

Obviously, Tennessee residents 
must be registered to vote well 
in advance of the first round 
of elections in May. If not 
already registered, the process 
can be completed online or at 
the nearest County Election 
Commission office in person. 
Also, many public libraries have 
the ability to register voters. 

“If you are updating your 


(driver’s) license, they can also 
register you there,” Robertson 
said. 

Most, if not all, County 
Election Commission offices are 
located in the count)' seats. For 
example, in Weakley County, 
Dresden is the location and the 
county seat. Polls can be found 
in several areas, depending on 
the size and population of the 
county. Tie voter’s physical 
address determines the polling 


place and in which elections 
the resident can vote. Election 
Commission offices also can 
provide that information, 

“Tie 2014 county primary 
elections will occur on May 
6, while the state primary and 
county general elections will 
occur on Aug. 7,” Robertson said. 

Tie state and federal general 
elections will occur on Nov. 4.

“Internships are great resume 
builders, and [they] also allow a 
student to Test drive Their chosen 
profession,” Fuqua said. 

“According to the National 
Association of Colleges and 
Employers (NACE), 70 
percent of employers require 
new employees to have had 
internships in the past, and 
51 percent of those students 
performing internships went on 


to full-time positions with that 
company.” 

To get an internship, juniors 
and seniors may apply at

The new list, titled “Top Colleges 
in Tennessee: Shaping the Next Generation," highlights the post- 
secondary institutions in the state that produced the most education 
graduates during the 2012 school year.

Barbara said. 

In developing the program 
for the semester, Barbara found 
several good reasons to use 
music from the British Isles.

The 
program sounded very vital and 
he talked very highly of the 
faculty and the students. So, it 
just sounded like a great place 
to be/ 1 Barbara said. 


For Barbara, choir has been a 
lifelong experience. He began 
choir as a child, and continued 
in it until college, where he 
studied music with a focus in 
choral at University of Portland, 
doing his senior project recital 
in conducting. He then received 
a full-ride scholarship that 
allowed him to go abroad for a 
year to Weimar, Germany, and 
when he returned, he attained 
his masters at University of 
Portland. After getting his 
masters, he taught high school 
choir for four years in Portland, 
Ore., and then moved to Los 
Angeles to get his doctorate 
at University of Southern 
California. There, he worked on 
chorus work in the spring and 
finished his dissertation this 
past fall. 

“ That’s why this position 
worked so well for me because 
I wanted to reallv focus and 
finish the dissertation first 
before I got into a job. So, the 
timing worked perfectly. This is 
my first job, so to speak, out of 
college/' Barbara said. 

So far, Barbara has only been 
in town for a week, and as his 
first time in the South, he has 
enjoyed the experience and 
looks forward to the semester. 

L T have to say most of my 
interactions [here] have 
been so much more warm, 
so much more friendly, than 
I experienced on the West 
Coast, specifically in Southern 
California. ... Everybody here 


has been very helpful. They're 
more willing to carry on a 
conversation just out in public 
than anywhere I've experienced 
on the West Coast. ... IVe met 
just about all the faculty and 
they are very warm and very 
welcoming. I mean, I have not 
had any negative experiences so 
far,” Barbara said. 

Overall, Barbara is happy to 
have the experience of being 
at UTM, even if it’s only for a 
semester. 

"The bottom line is 
experience. Its been four years 
now since I’ve had my own 
ensembles to work with [and 
after taking a break] you get a 
little rusty, but it’s important 
to just get out there and do 
it [again], directing groups. 
I really value going back to 
school, but I am excited to get 
back into the classroom and be 
directing choirs. Experience is 
what leads to the next thing.

Professors will never forget events of 2013

The year 2013 will always be

remembered by the Garcia- 
Fernandez family, because of two 
days In particular that will hold 
special places in their hearts. 

The first unforgettable day for 
D rs. Anton Garcia-Fernandez 
and Erin Garcia-Fernandez was 
June 28, the day their daughter, 
Lillian Sabella, was born. 
The second and most recent 


unforgettable day was Dec. A the 
day Dr. Anton Garcia-Fernandez 
became a naturalized American 
citizen. 

Tt is a long-winded process. 
It is almost like a journey 
really, but it was important 
for me because Tennessee is 
my home now. I was born in 
Spain. You don’t choose where 
you are born; you are just horn 
there. But when I moved to 
Tennessee about 10 years ago, 
things started happening little 
hv little that made this home: I 


met Erin here, and my daughter 
was born here. So, when I 
think of home, it is not Spain 
anymore, it is the United States, 
it is Tennessee, particularly. I 
thought that since my wife and 
my baby are both Americans, it 
would he only natural for me to 
become an American, and 1 am 
really happy that I did," Garcia- 
Fernandez said. 

Anton Garcia-Fernandez’s 
journey began years earlier in 
Vigo, Spain, where he grew r up 
with his parents and sister. His 


father, Antonio Garcia Teijeiro, 
is a high school teacher and an 
award-winning author of over 
70 children’s books. He writes 
poetry and short stories in both 
Spanish and Galician. At this 
time, none of his w F orks have yet 
to be translated into English. 
His mother, Susi Fernandez 
Dominguez, works in a hospital 
pharmacy. His sister, Noa Garcia 
Fernandez, works in the press 
cabinet at Zara in Spain. 

His last name is a combination 
of his father’s first last name 


and his mother’s first last name. 
It is the custom in Spain that 
the children are the only ones 
that share the same last names. 
In Spain the last names are not 
hyphenated; however, he chose 
to Americanize his name by 
hyphenating his last names, but 
his sister who still lives in Spain, 
did not. 

Music and literature became 
important to Garcia-Fernandez 
very early in life. His father is

a huge collector of books 
and records. His collection 
includes about 20,000 books 
and 15,000 records. 

“I learned most of my English 
from listening to Bing Crosby," 
Garcia-Fernandez said. 

Besides of course his native 
Spanish and English, he also 
speaks French, Galician, German 
and Portuguese. 

G arc i a - Fe ma n d ez st ar te d 
doing radio work when he was a 
teenager in Spain and continued 
it in college. His undergraduate 
major was in English Philology 
at the University of Vigo. He 
was an exchange student for a 
year at the University of South 
Dakota in Vermillion, S.D. He 
enjoyed studying in the U.S. 
so much that he decided to 
attend Vanderbilt University 
in Nashville, where he earned 
his Ph.D. in Spanish Language 
and Literature, 

While at Vanderbilt, he was 
given the opportunity to do 
a radio show that he called 
“Music City USA" on their 

j 

station WRVU featuring 
classic Country Music from 
the 1920s to the 1970s. At the 
time, he was known on the 
radio as “Cowboy Anton. !! He 
also did a show called “Music 
City Bandstand” that featured 
old Jazz when he was asked 
to substitute for another DJ at 
WRVU. His radio show ran for 
approximately six years. 

“Radio work really helps you 
a lot when it comes to teaching 
classes. Because even though it 
is not really public speaking, it 
is public speaking in a way. You 
have an audience; you just don’t 
see the audience, but hopefully, 


somebody is listening at the 
other end of the microphone," 
Garcia - Fern a nde z sal d. 

It was while he was still a 
student at Vanderbilt that 
Garcia-Fernandez first met 
Erin Elizabeth Spinka. An 
English class that he had 
signed up for did not have 
enough people for it to make. 
When it was canceled, he was 
told to just choose any English 
class that interested him for a 
replacement. He decided to 
sit in on a British Romantic 
Literature class to see if he 
liked the class, the syllabus and 
the professor. 

"Tliat very first day I saw Erin 
in the class; so, I just decided, Fm 
not quitting this class," Garcia- 
Fernandez said. 

After the couple began dating, 
they started doing the radio 
show together. Once, they were 
even asked to DJ a wedding by 
some of their friends who were 
fans of the s how. 

The couple married July 18, 
2009 at the Country Music 
H all o f Fam e and Museu m i n 
Nashville. The ceremony was 
conducted in both English and 
Spanish to accommodate both 
families present, some only 
speaking one language or the 
other. 

Being liked and accepted by 
her new in-laws was important, 
but she had the added obstacle of 
not speaking the same language 
as they did. Although she took 
French all through school and 
was an exchange student in 
France while in college, she has 
actually had only four w r eeks of 
formal training in Spanish. 

“Luckily Anton’s family has 
always been very welcoming to 
me and very patient with me. 
They’ve appreciated my efforts 
at learning Spanish. So, they 
made it very easy for me to take a 
moment, take a deep breath and 
try again. We have now been to 
Spain together three times, and I 


have made enough progress each 
time that I now feel comfortable 
enough on my own there," said 
G arcia - E'er nande z. 

Although women in Spain do 
not take their husband’s names 
and some women in America 
chose not to take their husband’s 
names, Garcia-Fernandez said 
her decision was an easy one. 

“I decided for a couple of 
reasons that I wanted to take 
Garcia-Fernandez. My maiden 
name was Spinka. I thought 1 
might want to keep my maiden 
name, but it was important to 
me to have the same last name 
as my children. When we talked 
about going through all the 
paperwork and tilings for Anton’s 
immigration process, we decided 
it would probably be easier if we 
had a family name. So, that made 
the decision quite easy for me. 
We have a lot of friends that don't 
change their names when they 
get married, and 1 think its an 
important choice for everybody, 
but for me it was an easy choice,” 
Garcia-Fernandez said. 

Even though they do not 
currently have a radio show, 
Garcia-Fernandez is not letting 
that keep him from expressing 
his love for music, especially 
Jazz. He is currently writing 
two music blogs, one in English 
and one in Spanish. Tie English 
one is called “Tie Vintage 
Bandstand." It is devoted to 
classic Jazz, Swing, composers 
and lyricists of the Great 
American Songbook and the 
music of crooners such as Bing 
Crosby and Frank Sinatra. Tie 
Spanish one is called “Postales 
de Jazz,’’which translates to “Jazz 
Postcards." It is where he shares 
his opinions about Jazz records 
that he considers indispensable. 

“I grew up around literature 
and music. [My dad] likes all 
kinds of music. I concentrate 
more on American music, 
mostly Jazz, Blues and Country. 
Literature and music means a 


lot to me. Its almost a family 
tradition now because of my dad, 
and that’s why I write the music 
blogs. I want to give exposure 
to the music that I like, mostly 
the Jazz that I like," Garcia- 
Fernandez said. 

Spinka’s journey also began 
years ago, but in Nashville rather 
than Spain. She and her parents 
and three sisters moved around a 
lot while she was growing up. Her 
dad, Scott Spinka, was an engineer 
in the Navy, before trying his hand 
at songwriting and then opening 
his own medical marketing 
company. Her mother, Susan 
Spinka, earned a business degree 
and worked as a buyer for Kroger 
when Erin was little. She stayed 
at home with Erin and her sisters 
for a while and then went back 
to school and worked towards 
an Interior Design degree, but 
now mainly does accounting 
for various companies. Michelle 
Spinka is the oldest sibling and 
actually her half-sister. Amanda 
Pfennig is the next oldest sibling 
and Laura Spinka is her identical 
twin sister who currently lives in 
North Carolina near their parents. 

Spinka graduated from Rhodes 
College in Memphis, where she 
majored in poetry with an honors 
project in British Literature. After 
graduation she worked as an editor 
for five years before returning 
to school. She first worked for a 
magazine in Atlanta and later for 
a grant project at Peabody College 
in Nashville. She earned her Ph. 
D. in Victorian Literature from 
Vanderbilt University in Nashville.

While teaching different 
subjects, both professors are 
dedicated to their students’ 
learning. Dr. Erin Garcia- 
Fernandez mainly teaches writing 
courses and British Literature. 
She feels that writing is a very 
personal thing and that giving a 
student feedback on their work is 
crucial to their learning process. 
Dr. Anton Garcia-Fernandez 
teaches Spanish and is always 


reminding his students that he 
will be glad to turn off the Jazz 
music in his office anytime they 
want to stop by for help. He also 
serves on the EMFL Awards 
Committee, as the faculty adviser 
for the Spanish Club and is 
involved with the Spanish honor 
society, Sigma Delta Pi. 

They both enjoy listening to 
music, reading books, watching 
old movies, cooking together, 
playing with their dog, Cary 
Grantand, and watching soccer 
and baseball. He also enjoys 
singing, playing and referring 
soccer, playing baseball and 
tennis and claims to be the 
biggest Bing Crosby fan in the 
world. She additionally likes to 
ride her bike. But the one thing 
they enjoy most is spending 
time with their six-mo nth-old 
daughter, Libby. 

The couple speaks both English 
and Spanish to Libby in order 
to expose her to both languages 
at an early age. Since many of 
Libby’s extended family onlv 
speak one language or the other, 
it is important to the Garcia- 
Fernandez’s that she be able to 
understand both languages so 
she can communicate easily with 
all of her loved ones. 

The couple hopes to acquire a 
dual citizenship for Libby before 
her first birthday to honor her 
dual heritage. While Spain does 
not currently require its citizens 
to give up their citizenship when 
they become citizens of another 
country, Garcia-Fernandez says 
he will gladly give it up should it 
ever become necessary,

Hie ceremony that officially 
made Dr. Anton Garcia- 
Fernandez a nationalized 
American citizen was held on 
Dec. 9, but the hard work that 
brought about this incredible 
moment began long ago. 

Before an individual can become 
an American citizen they have to 
first be a permanent resident of 
the U.S., which requires a green 
card. A green card or an American 
citizenship can be applied for 
based on either marriage or 
employment. If it is sought 
through employment, the process 
requires a five-year wait before 
applying to become an American 
citizen after acquiring a green card, 
where if sought through marriage 
it is only three years. 

“The paperwork and process 
to acquire the permanent 
residence is much more 
complicated than the process 
to become an American citizen, 
because by the time you get 
ready to apply for citizenship 
you have already been a resident 
for three years, and gone 
through so many interviews, 
fingerprinting and paperwork,” 
Garcia-Fernandez said. 

Hie renewal application 

for his green card required 

over five hundred pages of 

documentation. He started the 

paperwork before his daughter, 

Libby, was born and actually

submitted ultrasound pictures 
to help serve as evidence of his 
legitimate marriage to Dr. Erin 
Garcia- Fe r nan d e z. 

After applying for citizenship 
and sending in all the required 
paperwork, he was fingerprinted 
and eventually was called in for 
an interview. He took Libby’s 
birth certificate with him 
to the interview, but it was 
pretty obvious his marriage 
was real because his wife, Dr. 
Erin Garcia-Fernandez, and 


i think it was 
one of the most 
moving experiences 
of my life. 

his daughter, Libby, were with 
him to support him on such a 
special day. 

When the big day finally 
arrived, his wife, daughter and 
some of their friends from 
Memphis joined Garcia- 
Fernandez, 

"The citizenship ceremony 
was held at the Western District 
Court House in downtown 
Memphis on Dec. 9. It was 
incredibly cold, and I think it 
was one of the most moving 
experiences of my life, because 
there w r ere 56 people becoming 
naturalized American citizens 
on that day from different parts 
of the World, Europe, Asia, 
Latin America, Africa and 
1 was one of them, 11 Garcia- 
Fernandez said. 

Fie explained that the 
ceremony began with the 
judge’s opening remarks, which 
included his own life story. 

“They didn't choose just any 
old judge to preside over this; 
not just someone who was 
doing it as part of his or her 
job and did it half-heartedly. 
They chose a judge who was 
a naturalized citizen himself. 
He was from Vietnam. He had 
been in a refugee camp and 
had come to America with his 
parents, and six brothers and 
sisters. Hrey had all gone to 
college and he had become a 
judge. One of his sisters had 
received an Emmy Award 
nomination for a documentary 
that she put together about 
their family’s history, It was 
incredibly moving. He had 
me in tears most of the time. 
He told the whole story, and 
he knew what he was talking 


about. It w T as a part of who he 
was,” Garcia-Fernandez said. 

After the judge spoke, they 
each stood and stated their 
name and country of origin, 
next they were asked to swear 
to several things such as being 
loyal to the country. They then 
said the Fledge of Allegiance to 
the flag and they then sang the 
“Star Spangled Banner’ 1 while 
it was played. After the judge 
made his closing remarks, the 
certificates with their name on 
them were passed out so they 
could sign them and have their 
pictures made. 

“It was a very moving 
ceremony. Erin and Libby were 
there and really all I can say 
is that it was an unforgettable 
day for me, because I had 
been living in this country 
for so long, but I had never 
applied for citizenship and 
then finally after so much 
paperwork, you finally become 
an American citizen and you 
suddenly feel like you are

more a part of the country 
than you were before. It looks 
like it is just a piece of paper 
that says you are an American, 
but it means a lot when you 
have made your home here," 
Gareia-Fernandez said. 

At the ceremony, each of the 
new American citizens were 
told several things that they 
must remember to do. Among 
them were to update their social 
security card, register to vote and 
obtain a passport before leaving 
the country, even if they are still 
considered a citizen of the country 
to which they plan to visit.

Men win over Presbyterian College (73-70) 

The UTM mens basketball team started the winter break off with an 
impressive comeback victory over Presbyterian College at Templeton 
Center. Tire Skyhawks fought hard, and in the end, concluded the 
game on a 23-10 run and scored 12 three-pointers for the second 
time this season. Three Skyhawks broke double digits, led by Mike 
Liabo with a 20-point game high. At one point, the senior scored five 
3-pointers in 4 minutes, 31 seconds.Terence Smith scored a close 19 
points with five assists and Marshun Newell tied a career-high of 18 
points, which included five straight points in the final 2 minutes. 

Women lose to Ohio State (82-60) 

The UTM women’s basketball team had a tough time with Ohio 
State’s offense. Heather Butler led the way for the Skyhawk team 
with 13 points. With that, she moved into a tie for fourth place on the 
OVC all-time scoring list with 2,324 career points. Katie Schubert 
put up 12 points, with four 3-pointers. Chelsea Roberts tossed in 8 
points and also took the team-high of seven rebounds. 

Men lose to Arkansas (102-52) 

Junior guard Terence Smith took in a game-high 19 points, but the 
team still fell hard to the University of Arkansas. 

Women lose to Illinois (77-62) 

Heather Butler scored a game-high 29 points, shooting nearly 50 
percent from the held, while Ashia Jones scored 9 points and had a 
game-high eight rebounds. 

Men lose to Southeastern Louisiana (80-76) 

Junior forward Myles Taylor recorded a career-high 34 points while 
also tying a career high with 11 field goals made in 22 attempts and 
sinking 12 of his 14 free-throw attempts. This was Taylors second of 
the season and 12th in his career. Terence Smith also broke double 
digits with 12 points and also tied his career high with seven assists.
